Teachers Threaten To Reject Contract 


An eleventh hour rejection of 
sections of a purportedly negotiated 
contract between members of the 
Placentia Unified Education Associ- 
ation (PUEA-teachers) and the 
Placentia Unified School District 
Board of Trustees brought angry 
responses Monday night from 
school board members. 

The bad news concerning the 
contract, which PUSD trustees 
apparently considered completed 
finalized, was presented by PUEA 
president Kerry Johnson. 


Reading from a_ prepared 
statement and in impromptu 
remarks, Johnson indicated to 
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trustees that his executive board and 
representative council wished to 
confirm the fringe benefits section of 
the 43 page contract but was 
recommending to its membership 
that the entire package including a 
5.2 wage increase, be rejected. 
Trustee John Balducci asked 
sternly: ‘‘Do you expect the board to 
go ahead and take those actions in 
spite of the fact that you have 
recommended that your people do 
not approve the contract in total? I’m 
having a hard time understanding 
how you can recommend a part of 
the package and then recommend 
that the total package be turned 


down!’’ 

Johnson answered that his 
executive group felt that the ‘‘fringe 
benefits need to be resolved soon 
because it’s our understanding that 
in order to have it effective so that 
people can have insurance cover- 
ages, it has to be done now.”’ 

Included in the contract trustees 
stated they believed to be final, 
besides the across-the-board salary 
increase of 5.2 per cent which raises 
minimums and maximums of $9,214 
and $20,307 to $9,693 and $21,363, 
are provisions for an increase in 
district-paid life insurance from 
$10,000 to $20.000 for each 


employee and a district payment of a 
14 per cent increase in Blue Cross 
health insurance. 

For the first time the contract puts 
working hours in writing (introduced 
at request of PUEA first demands), 
setting an average 7.5 _ hours 
including ‘‘scheduled preparation, 
student contact and performance of 
equitably-assigned adjunct duties 
and excluding lunch.’’ 

Also included is extra duty pay for 
teachers performing such services 
as coaching, teaching extracurricu- 
lar music and drama groups and 
sponsoring student publications. 
Such stipends have been increased 
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up to 90 per cent of the Orange 
County average, it was reported. 

Agreements on class_ sizes 
establish maximums for each grade 
level and subject area ‘‘which allows 
us to keep existing programs,’’ 
explained Eugene- Dorn, the 
district’s chief negotiator. The 
district will work toward lowering 
class sizes, he added. 

The contract also calls for advisory 
arbitration in grievance procedure. 
If grievances progress beyond 
arbitration, final decisions will be 
made by the elected members of the 
district board of education.

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Half Hour 
Bus Service 
On Route 69 


The Orange County Transit 
District bus will run a little oftener in 
Placentia. 

Starting Monday, the OCTD has 
announced that Route 69 which 
serves Yorba Linda, Fullerton, 
Placentia, Anaheim, Orange and 
Santa Ana will provide half hour 
service Monday through Saturday. 

The intent of the increase the bus 
district says, is to improve access to 
the Orange County Civic Center, 
Chapman College, Mall of Orange, 
Cal State University at Fullerton and 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal. 

Three additional vehicles will be 
put on the route. 

‘Increased ridership on the route 
also has prompted the district to add 
another bus to the line while 
maintaining the existing schedule 
Monday through Saturday,’’ the 
district explained. 

The number of buses on the entire 
countywide system is _ being 
increased by 40 per cent in the new 
revamping program.

Council OKs 
Drug Funding 


A sum of $227, to enable the city of 
Placentia to participate for the 
fourth year in the Orange County 
Narcotic Index, was approved 
Tuesday night by the city council. 

The funds will allow the city to 
continue in the county-wide law 
enforcement agencies’ efforts to 
curtail the traffic in drugs. 

The monies are used for 
surveillance vehicles and equipment 
and for purchase of narcotics during 
undercover operations, informant 
fees and expenses, the report 
outlined. 

‘The Placentia Police Depart- 
ment has used over $10,000 of these 
funds in nine operations during the 
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DUNKED.--the city and surrounding areas were drenched with an unusual September wet-washing this past week as 
an estimated 1 '/ inches of rain fell on Placentia.

‘‘The cost that the Orange County 
cities are suffering, however,”’ 
Powell continued, ‘‘is the fact that 
you first have qualified, well trained 
firemen who had to be relieved from 
their duties to take this expensive

Library Revenues 


$20,926 Short 


The effect of three unknown 
factors, presented at the meeting of 
the Placentia Library board 
Wednesday night revealed that the 
rax recently set by trustees would 
leave the facility $20,926 short on 
their 1976-77 budget. 

David Snow, Director of the 
library explained that the more than 
$20,000 shortage was caused by 
information not previously avail- 


able. Information from Orange 
County affecting the amount of 
revenues the board will receive 


concerned the delinquency factor, 
the disputed value of oil and the 
Anaheim Redevelopment Agency. 

A higher rate of delinquency on 
tax payments to the county, Snow 
explained, is expected to cut 
revenues and the oil argument is in 
litigation with those funds impound- 
ed. The library district enters into

The Thursday night meeting, 
moreover, was held without a legal 
notice of its existence but after it had

The small conference room where 
the session was held in Placentia 
City Hall was packed with standing 
room only. 

Of surprise to onlookers was the 
expansion of a proposed ordinance, 
headed as a Recreational Vehicle 
Parking Ordinance, to include 
regular automobiles. 

A special public meeting on the 
proposed ordinance will be held at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday, September 23 
in the City Council Chambers at City 
Hall. 

The proposed new law, discussed 
at the non-advertised meeting, 
would supplant one now in existence 
affecting the parking of motor- 
homes, trailers, boats and other 
objects in homeowners front yard 
setbacks. Such parking is now illegal 
and would remain so with certain 
reservations. 

Not thoroughly aired at the 
‘‘session’’ was how such an 
ordinance, if it included all motor 
vehicles of the 10,000 homes in 
Placentia, could effectively be 
enforced as to the parking of private 
automobiles in private driveways. 

Enforcement of the current 
ordinance apparently lies with the 
city’s building department which 
uses it as a ‘‘nuisance’’ law, 
instituting enforcement only when 
neighbors or other persons com- 
plain.

Bradford Committee 
Readies Report 


An impressive report on the 
Bradford House, the home of the 
founder of the city of Placentia, is 
expected to be forwarded to the city 
council on Tuesday, September 21. 

The many page document is the 
two-months all-out effort of a special 
Blue Ribbon Committee appointed 
by Mayor George De Jesus. 

The report is expected to carry 
specific recommendations including 
“It is highly suitable that a House 
that provided a cuitural environment 
for a pioneer’s family should 
continue to provide it for the city 
which he helped to found.”’ 

In a preview of the proposal it is 
indicated that the committee will 
recommend that the house not be 
demolished and not be sold. Also 
that the city apply for a designation 
for the entire Bradford Park, 
including the house, as an 
‘‘Historical Point of Interest.’’ 

Also highlighted in the report is 
expected to be interim uses for the 
house including space for the 
Placentia Chamber of Commerce. 
Other uses in the holding pattern 
discussed at meetings, include adult

education classes, children’s cultur- 
al classes and a meeting room 
available for rent to nonprofit 
groups.

tions. Swanson pointed out strongly 
that ‘‘Chief Traub, if he takes over, 
sets a precedent for anybody else 
who happens to have something on 
their mind to come up here and 
question...(interrupted by applause 
from the audience.) 

‘Chief Traub is an adversary in 
this proceeding. We have two 
attorneys,’’ Swanson continued. 
‘Chief Traub in cross examining 
Sgt. Cason, could cross examine all 
of the police officers sitting here and 
it’s almost like me cross examining 
my son and convincing him that 
black is white because I’m _ his 
superior. 

“ “And I don’t think you are going 
to elicit the truth from anybody in 
cross examination. It’s not going to 
happen with Chief Traub doing it.”’ 

Post responded: ‘‘I think it is well 
within our discretion as to how we 
conduct the case. We're not trying to 
take unique advantage.” 

Chairman Winney called a five 
minute recess before ruling that 
Post would conduct the city’s 
questioning, based on appeals board 
rules. 

The more than five hours of 
testimony heard Thursday night was 
produced to be germane to charges 
made by the police department 
against its veteran officer. 

Cason was demoted by Traub over 
allegations that Cason had failed to 
report to this supervisor that a 
subordinate falsified a citation; 
failure to take action to stop the 
wrongful prosecution of a citizen and 
incompetency as a sergeant. 

All of the charges have resulted 
from the interaction of and 
subsequent events involving two 
rookie policemen, Officer John 
Diamond, since terminated and

Also attending the session was 
Placentia Police Department Sgt. 
Bob Jones who apparently had been 
invited to give information as to the 
problems of vandalism and theft 
involving trailer homes and other 
accessories left on the public 
rights-of-way. On public streets the 
police department takes over the job 
of enforcement. 

Sgt. Jones cited the present law 
which prohibits the onstreet parking 
of trailers, truck campers and motor 
homes except for up to a 24 hour 
period for loading or unloading. 

An exception to the present law is 
that the chief of police may, upon 
written request, approve the 
parking of said recreational vchicles 
for more than 24 hours ‘‘upon the 
showing of special circumstances 

a hardship.” 

A denial of such request may be 
appealed to the city council. 

One resident present at the 
session, informed Jones, reading 
the code, that he had ‘‘just answered 
my question. I called up the desk 
sergeant here the other day and 


Officer Steven Van Etten. Van Etten 
was on the witness stand at the first 
session. Diamond, however, not at 
the hearing has been charged with 
two counts of felonies. 

Troubles for both Diamond and 
Cason result from three incidents, 
according to previous testimony. 
Officer Diamond reported skid 
marks at the scene of a traffic 
accident. Officer Van Etten said they 
did not exist. No charges have been 
filed on this incident, however, 
although it has been referred to 
several times. 

The second episode also involving 
Diamond and Van Etten, according 
to testimony of Van Etten, pertained 
to the two officers in their police 
cars at the intersection of Tuffree 
Boulevard and Bastanchury Road. 
Diamond was reportedly watching 
the intersection for possible traffic 
rule violators. Van Etten, who had 
stopped to chat, spotted one, but 
Diamond issued the citation. This 
citation has since been revoked. 

The third event, according to Van 
Etten, involved the falsification on 
one of Diamond’s reports that 
people out pushing a car and with a 
loaded gun in the vehicle were in 
truth back inside their car. 

This behavior on the part of 
Diamond so upset Van Etten, he 
testified, that he was unable to sleep 
that night. 


When Van Etten, who was under 
watch commander Cason, reported 
the incidents to Cason’s superior, 
Lt. Walt Pichon, after first reporting 
it to Cason, the wheels were set in 
motion leading to Diamond’s 
dismissal and Cason’s hearing and 
demotion. 

The speed with which the action 


asked him if I could take my camper 
off my truck and park it out in front of 
my house and he said yes for three 
days. You just answered my 
question when you said it is up to the 
discretion of the chief.’’ 

Sgt. Jones responded: ‘‘He really 
shouldn’t have told you that. The 
ordinance does not say that. It says 
the chief. The watch commander or 
the sergeant is not the chief. And it 
says written too.”’ 

“But doesn’t this go down 
through supervision?’’ the speaker 
queried. ‘‘The desk sergeant, he 
gets his communication from the 
chief doesn’t he?” 

A spokesman’ from the building 
department added ‘‘We enforce on a 
complaint basis. If we get a 
complaint we respond to that. We 
are not staffed for an ongoing 
enforcement program.’’ People who 
do not cooperate with courtesy 
notices, it was pointed out, are 
turned over to the city attorney for 
prosecution. a

Lt. Robertson also testified that he 
had not discussed the matter with 
Sgt. Cason before approaching 
Privette. Dates of the two incidents

Motor Vehicle Parking 


September 23 meeting, all motor 
vehicles, including motor homes and 
campers mounted on a truck body 
may be parked in driveways but 
must be moved every 72 hours. 

Motor vehicles, trailérs and 
recreational apparatus may be 
parked or stored behind a front yard 
setback if the vehicle or apparatus is 
‘‘screened from public view in a 
manner approved by the Planning 
Director.”’ 

Also included: ‘Trailers and 
recreational cy ee shall not be 
parked on a sideyard which abuts a 
street unless it is screened from 


public view in a manner approved by 


the Planning Director.” 

‘‘Motor vehicles may be parked 
on an agproved driveway (with a 
sideyard abutting a street), or other 
approved parking area.”’ 

In another section of the proposed 
ordinance, it is stated that trailers, 
camper units, boats and other 
recreational apparatus shall not be 
parked or stored within the required 
front yard setback except for a 
24-hour loading period in any seven

The Yorba Linda School 
District announced _ its 
policy for free and reduced- 
price meals and free milk 
for children unable to pay 
the full price of meals and 
milk served under the 
National School Lunch and 
Special Milk Programs. 

Local school officials 
have adopted the following 
family size income criteria 
for determining eligibility: 


Children from families 
whose income is at or below 
the levels shown are eligible 
for free meals and milk or 
reduced-price meals. In 
addition, families not meet- 
ing these criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due 
to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in 
excess of 30% of income, 
special education expenses 


due to the mental or 
physical condition of a 
child, and disaster or 


casualty losses are urged 
to apply. 

Application forms are 
being sent to all homes in a 
letter to parents. Additional 
copies are available at the 
principal’s office in each 
school. The information 
provided on the application 
is confidential and will be 
used only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility. 
Applications may be sub- 
mitted at any time during 
the year. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family 
has foster children living 
with them and wishes to 
apply for such meals and 
milk for them, it should 
contact the school. 

Under the provisions of 
the policy, the Principal will 
review applications and 
determine eligibility. If a 
parent is dissatisfied with 
the ruling of the official, he 
may wish to discuss the 
decision with the determin- 
ing official on an informal 
basis. 

If he wishes to make a 
formal appeal, he may make 
a request either orally or in 
writing to J. Elton Patridge, 
Deputy Superintendent, 
5600 South Ohio, Yorba 


Linda, California, 528-6088, 
for a hearing to appeal the 
decision. The policy con- 
tains an outline of the 
hearing procedure. 

If a family member 
becomes unemployed or if 
family size changes, the 
family should contact the 
school to file a new 
application. Such changes 
may make the children of 
the family eligble for 
reduced price meals or for 
additional benefits such as

distance from the sidewalk 
in question and that the city 
does not have a law 
requiring that ramps be 
constructed. 

The church is also being 
asked to resurface its 
parking lot as a condition to 
the building construction.
